8(a) certified shipbuilder prior to the certification of NEW

remove its new competitor. 

It should be noted that the contract lost by NEW 
AMERICA SHIPBUILDERS was not issued to REEKIN's company, which 
had also pu t in for it with the SBA. Apparently due to the
